Abstract; 

The object of the present invention is to provide a stent which 
is capable of being introduced into a patient repeatedly after it is 
removed from a catheter sheath. 

The present stent comprises at least two cylindrical ly shaped 
wires 1 cohnected to each other. Each of the wires 1 is shaped into a 
ring conf iguraton in such a way that one end of each of the wires 1 is 
connected to the other end thereof. Each of the wires 1 has a 
corrugated shape and narrow sections 2 are formed at respective peaJc 
portions thereof. The respective bottom portions of one of the wires 1 
are connected to the corresponding top portions of the other of the 
wires 1 through straight wires 6. Each straight wire 6 includes two 
small rings 3 at its respective ends. These small rings 3 can easily 
engage respective narrow sections 2. 

According to the present stent, even if the stent is disposed at 
a bent portion of the patient's vessel, it can prevent the bent 
portion from being clogged. Further, the connection of each wires 1 
by the straight wires 6 enables the stent to be disposed repeatedly 
within the patient's body as the occasion demands. 
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
